The Commereial's army articte says:

No one dares to ven- 
ture an opinion as to what its future 
price ought to be orto what extent it 
should be effected by peace. No one 
can give intelligent reason for the ex- 
tremeness of the late decline. 

The same paper. in view of the dry 
goods trade, says: The trade in cotton 
goods bas been more demoralized dur- 
ing the week thau any other branch of 
business. The understandirg about the 
valne of cotton is the principal cause of 
the difference, added to this, there bas 
been a heavy decline in gold, which af- 
fects the market for cotton fabrics equal 
with all other markets. Jobbers con- 
tinue to sell large amounts of goods be- 
low the prices asked by com:nission 
houses. and from the conviction it is 
hopeless to expect an early recovery of 
the value. Prints jobbed at 15 to 17 1-2 
per cent below the agents prices; the 
same of delaines and bleached goods. 
The trade in woolen goods though much 
less deranged than cotton goods. is 
paralized by the decline in gold. All 
goods in which cotton is used are epeci- 
ally depressed, and there. is at present 
a differe nce varying from 10 to 25 
per cent between buyers aud sellers in 
| woolen goods.
